"Indiana  University-Purdue  University  at  Fort  Wayne  mourns  the  passing  of 
Mr  Waller  K  llelmke  who  died  al  \2.:m  am  Wednesday,  4  February  1976,  of  a 
massive  heart  attack  in  Parkview  Hospital 

"Mr.  Helmke  was  a  member  of  the  l.U  Hoard  ol  Trustees  trom  1954-1950. 
served  on  the  Indiana  Purdue  Foundation  since  l'lf.H.  and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
campus  advisory  hoard  since  its  inception  in  1974.  It  was  Mr.  Helmke  who  wrote 
the  articles  of  incorporation  (or  I PFW  campus  and  was  instrumental  in  the 
purchase  of  the  land  on  which  the  campus  is  now  located  Walter  Helmke  also 
received  the  firsl  honorary  doctorate  to  be  conferred  at  this  campus  and  was  the 
first  recipient  of  the  Ralph  E,  Broyles  Medal  'for  unique  and  significant 
contributions'  to  our  campus.
